Mr. Kohler went on to say - "We have started some trial shipments of components for 
Sweden and, provided they can compete from a time and cost point of view, we plan to

Volvo purchases in Canada for export to Europe have increased from $400,000. in 1964 
to just over $4,000,000. in 1968. These’ exports are made up mainly of Sor axles, 
glass, snock absorbers and radiators, Mr. Kohler said that as Volvo js particularly in- 
terested in increasing the Canadian content in its cars, this export business is bound to 
grow in future. 
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VOLVO SALES GAINS 
PROMPT FURTHER PRODUCTION INCREASES 
Volvo (Canada) Ltd. announced here today that as a result of the demand for 


new Volvo cars production will be increased at their Halifax plant. 


Production, which is currently running at 120 cars a week, will be increased to 
130 units per week at the beginning of November, and then to 140 a week at the 
end of January, 1969, The Halifax plant was opened in April, 1967, at which 


time it was producing 80 cars a week. 


Volvo sales for the first nine months of 1968 have broken all records since the 
Company first came to Canada in 1958. Sales for this September totalled 505 

vs. 326 for the same month last year, an increase of 55%. Sales for the first nine 
months total 5,554 compared to 4,147 for 1967. This represents an increase of 


34% . 


For the full year 1967, 5,388 cars were sold. Sales for 1968 are expected to top 


7,000. 
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
